Unio n, where up to no w no visito rs

been permitted to go . 


FEW PEOPLE REALIZE that 
this regio n o f five So viet republics 
has a po pulatio n o f abo ut 20 mil­ 
lio n perso ns and co vers a bigger 
area than India befo re its partitio n 
and is larger than all o f Western 
Euro pe. The peo ple are fo r the 
mo st part o f Turkish and Iranian 
sto ck with a 
stro ng Mo ngo lian 
strain. 
Fo llo wing i$ the co llo quy after 
Kennedy was asked: "Ho w do they 
(the Russian so ldiers) understand 
the language?" 
"A. I do n’t think they have m y 
pro blem with that — in perfo rm­ 
ing their duties 
they 
pro bably 
do n’t have much co ntact with the 
lo cal peo ple. In additio n, mo re and 
mo re 
peo ple 
no w 
understand 
Russian. This is so despite the fact 
that the Russians maintain o ne 
set o f scho o ls fo r their children and 
o ne set o f scho o ls fo r the chil­ 
dren o f the lo cal peo ple, R is i 
segregated scho o l sy stem, 
| 
"Q. Why is that? 
"A. The ex planatio n tile 
o ffi­ 
cials gave us is that peo ple Hke 
their o wn scho o ls. 
"Q. It isn’t a racial questio n? 
"A. I believe that is a reaso n 
able assumptio n. In every city tha 
we visited in Central Asia the 
scho o ls were segregated — the 
Russian scho o l children 
in o ne 
scho o l, tie 
lo cal 
children 
in 
ano ther. 
"Q. Is there a difference in co lo r 
between the Russians 
and 
the 
natives? 
A. Oh, y es, they are co mpletely 
different. 
"Q. I mean in co lo r. 
"A. Oh, y es. The Russians are 
Euro pecm. white. 
The 
natives 
are Mo ngo lian — a dark race.’ 


KENNEDY SAYS he fo und the 
peo ple friendly but that Co mmu­ 
nist party leaders were inclined to 
be ho stile. He adds that their 
so -called labo r unio ns are dic­ 
tated to by the Russian go vern­ 
ment and that the who le Russian 
sy stem is a fo rm o f slavery , since 
every bo dy must wo rk fo r the state, 
‘Ho w do y o u acco unt fo r the 
fact that so many peo ple in Amer 
jca 
who 
caB 
themselves ‘lib­ 
erals* are so enthusiastic abo u* 
Russian things and want us to rec­ 
o gnize them and play 
b all 
with 
them?" Kennedy was asked. 
"I think the same gro ups have 
made mistakes befo re, 
he re 
plied. The interview then went o n 
“Q, it seems to me every thing 
y o u have said wo uld be anathema 
to any real ‘liberal’— 
"A. That is what I can’t under­ 
stand either. . . . 
*‘Q. Did they make a great many 
co ncessio ns to y o u o ver there? 
*A. So me co cessio ns, 
at least 
o ver tiie o ld po licies — the fact 
tha t we are allo wed to travel in 
Centra l Asia at all, and, in addi­ 
tio n, I think they sho wed us things 
nd allo wed us to do things they 
wo uldn’t have permitted a y ear 
ago , but I do n’t think it adds up 
to a great deal. Since they have 
changed their po licy no bo dy has 
gained but them. 
"The fact that Justice Do uglas, 
live senato rs and Bo b Kennedy 
were able to go to Russia - what 
is that fo r America to get o ut o f 
t? , . . Why d o n ’t they anno unce 
they are go ing to withdraw sup 
po rt fro m Co mmunist o rganiza­ 
tio ns in India, Burma o r Malay a, 
cr even Italy , o r France o r this 
co untry ? Why do n’t they actual- 
y co me thro ugh and 
withdraw 
.uppo rt and sto p supply ing mo ney 
to their fo rces within the co untries 
-hat are try ing to o verthro w the 
lo cal go vernments?" 


KENNEDY SUGGESTED, 
to o , 
that the Russians sho uld with­ 
draw their tro o ps fro m Po land and 
Eastern Euro pe, allo w the unifi­ 
catio n o f Germany , and give back 
independence to the peo ple o f Es­ 
to nia, Latvia and Lithuania. He 
went o n: 
"Let’s have so mething like tha.. 
Or lei’s allo w co mplete arms 
o 
spectio n. 
I 
think 
they 
sho uld 
make so me definite co ntributio n 
o ther then tipping their hat and 
smiling. . . . 
"I am ho peful, like every bo dy m 
the wo rld, that what happened at 
the Geneva Co nference and what 
will happen at the meetings o f the 
fo reign ministers will mena peace 
fo r us all. Ho wever, o n the basis 
o f what I saw and learned in Rus­ 
sia, I am very distrustful that we 
will 
get 
any thing 
o ther 
than 
smiles. 
"W*e are dealing with a go vern­ 
ment to who m Go d, the family o r 
the individual means no thing and 
who se practice it has been in the 
past to make pro mises and treaties 
to serve their purpo ses and to 
break them when it has been to 
their advantage. "It can o nly be 
suicidal fo r us during this perio d 
o n the basis o f smiles to strengthen 
Russia and weaken o urselves."

Four-Day Week 
Walter Reuther’s testimo ny in Washingto n 
this week that fo ur-day , 32-ho ur weeks will be 
po ssible by 1965 is no t so startling as it first 
appears. Co ngress co nsidered 30-ho ur-week bills 
in 1933. 
Twenty -two y ears ago , the late Wliliam Green 
was equally sure that a five-day , 30-ho ur week 
was no t o nly po ssible but imperative. He was 
thinking abo ut unemplo y ment relief. Reuther is 
thinking abo ut auto matio n. 
In each case the thinking has ex cluded 


e ve r y b o d y but the clients o f labo r leadership, 
especially clients in highly mechanized indus­ 
try . That is w h y these things never happen 
as rapidly o r in just the fo rm envisio ned by 
labo r leaders. They are mino rity mo vement« . 
Even Reuther, never no ted fo r either his 
mo dernatk® o r his willingness to see the o ther 
man’s pro blem, is no t talking abo ut a 30 
ho ur week any mo re; Green was willing 21 
y ears ago to go further than Reuther is willing 
to go in that respect. 
A uto m a tio n in 19 65, like unemplo y ment in 
19 33, is no t subject to generalities. No t every ­ 
bo dy ’s jo b if go ing to be auto mated and no t 
every bo dy ’s jo b was wiped o ut. But every bo dy 
who get« so mething mo re than he h a d befo re 
witho ut pro ducing mo re wealth must get it 
o ut o f the hide o f so m e b o d y else. That rule 
never changes. 
The time is in sig ht, tha nks to ma chinery 


furnis h e d by ca pita l, when ma ny wo rking peo - 
p e will pro duce eno ug h wea lth to liv e 10 times 
better o n as little as 32 ho urs o f duty per week 
than their ancesto rs lived o n 80 ho urs o f un­ 
remitting back-breaking to il. 
But no t e ve ry b o d y will have an auto mated 


jo b . 
F a nne r s , 
teachers, 
creative 
wo rkers, 
p re a c h e rs , do cto rs and many kinds o f artisans 
will have to wo rk lo ng and herd. The trick 
will be to keep them fro m being fo rced to take 
up the slack in wealth pro ductio n that may 
b« ' left there by aggressive mino rities who 
wo uld prefer o pt to wo rts at all*

China’s po sitive effo rts to 
carry further the discussio ns o f 
questio ns that co ntribute to easing 
tensio n between the two co untries 
sho uld no t be misinterpreted. At­ 
tempts to use these effo rts as a 
basis fo r blackmail can achieve no 
purpo se o ther than to cbsitruct the 
pro gress o f the talks.*’ 
Then the article co ntinued: 
"All case« o f Americans 
who 
have co mmitted crimes in Chun 
must be investigated and dealt 
with individually acco rding to Chi­ 
na’s

victed. China’s po licy to ward the 
co nvicted Americans has been co n­ 
sistently lenient. 
"U.S. press repo rts have stated

o f civilians o f bo th sides, had de­ 
manded at the talks that all the 
Americans who co mmitted crimes 
in China be released within a spe­ 
cified perio d and that this demand

This Geneva co nference is lo st 
in the silences o f censo rship. The 
American peo ple have no t to e 
slightest idea as to what is hap­ 
pening at this co nference. I get 
so me idea o f it by reading what 
o ccasio nally appears in China. 
The State Department pursues a 
po licy o f deadly silence. But the 
co nference co ntinues. It may last 
fo rever. 


THE PEKING ARTICLE gives 
this side o f it: 
"Acco rding to facts admitted by 
the U.S. State Department, there 
are, o bvio usly , still many Chinese 
*.atio r.als in the United States who 
up until no w do no t d 3te to apfrfy 
to return ho me because o f the lo ng 
y ears o f intimidatio n and persecu­ 
tio n. That is why it was necessary 
to stipulate, in tbfe agreement o n 
the return o f civilians, that a 
third co untry assist tho se desiring 
to go ho me. China has invited the 


Republican o f India to assist Chi­ 
nese natio nals in the Ur ted States 
to return. 
"The agreement co ncerning ar­ 
rangements fo r the third co untry 
has jest begun to be put into ef­ 
fect, but the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment alleges that the leaving o f 
the three Chinese natio nals is the 
‘last’ gro up. This o bvio usly co n­ 
tradicts the who le spirit o f the 
agreement reached by bo th sides. 
There are many Chinese na io nals 
in « the United States. Whether they 
can ex ercise their right to ^ return 
ho me o r no t is a trial o f U.S. sin­

State laws that permit manufac­ 
turers to fix minimum sto re prices 
cr their pro ducts o ccupied much 
o f he business wo rld’s attentio n 
during to e past week. 
Tho se who favo r such laws call 
themselves pro po nents o f 
"fair 
trade.** They were jubilant when 
the United States Supreme Co ur* 
upheld the Lo uisiana „"fair Trade" 
tew by refusing to review a lo wer 
co urt decisio n in favo r o f t h a t 
state’s "fair traders.’* 
Sto rekeepers, who lesalers a nd 
manufacturers who co ntend that 
any kind o f price fix ing is un­ 
desirable did no t like the decisio n 
o f the high co urt. But their disap 
po intment was mtgated by im­ 
po rtant develo pments in Michigan 
and Indiana. 
The General Elecric Co . no tified 
reta ilers o f its small "fa ir traded" 
ho me appliances in bo th states that 
it was abando ning "fair trade 
within their bo rders. 
This was quite a blo w to the 
fair trade camp. General Electric 
is o ne o f the mo st vigo ro us en­ 
fo rcers o f fair trade in the co untry . 
This y ear it will spend 1750,000 to 
emplo y pro fessio nal sho ppers to re­ 
po rt retailers who sell its appi - 
ences at belo w fair-trade mini- 
mums and to bring price cutters 
into co urt. 
R. C. Walto n, General Electric 
fair trade sectio n manager, made 
it clear, ho wever, that his co m 
pany wiH return to 'fair trade" in 
bo th states if and when their laws 
make the principle enfo rceable. 
Recently to e Michigan Supreme 
Co urt ruled that General Electric 
co uld no t due to enjo in price-cut 
ting retailers who have no * signed 
co nracts with the co mpany . So me 
successful suits against such appU- 
ance dealers bad been bro ught by 
General Electric previo usly o n to e 
gro und that thir activities co n­ 
stituted unfair co mpetitio n fo r o th­ 
er dealers who had signed o o n 
rects. 


The Michigan felr trade law lo ng 
has ruled o ut legal pro secutio n rf 
price cutters who do no t sign fair 
;rade co ntracts. It differs fro m 
many o to er states where no nsign­ 
ers must respect fair-trade mini­ 
mum« if a manufacturer succeeds 
in getting just o ne signed co ntract 
within the state. 
A lo wer co urt decisio n in Indiana 
few weeks ago threw « it the 
state fair trade law as unco nstitu­ 
tio nal. An appeal is being carried 
to the State Supreme Co urt by the 
BisseU Carpet Sweeper Co ., ano th­ 
er Air trade stalwart. 
, 
The Michigan decisio n also is be­ 
ing appealed o n behalf o f Argu: 
Camera Co . by Geo rge Chapman, 
a partner in to e law firm o f Ro gers, 
Ho ge A Hill, which also acts fo r 
Sunbeam Co rp Chicago manufac­ 
turer o f fo o d mix ers and o ther 
small ho me appliances Sunbeam 
alo ng with General Electric, is co n­ 
ceded by friend and fo e alike to 
be unrelenting in its "fair trade" 
enfo rcement. 
Meanwhile, appliance dealers in 
Michigan and Indiana are selling 
go o ds at any prices they please 
It remains to be seen whether new 
co urt actio n will sto p them 
But the fair traders are no t to o 
wo rried abo ut Michigan and Indi­ 
ana. Recently , they have co me o ff 
victo rio us in co urt battles in a 
sco re o f states where the co nstitu­ 
tio nality o f "fair trade" laws was 
tested. 
Just as impo rtant, retailers who 
o ppo se "fair trade" admit reluct­ 
antly to tet menufacurere w h o 
really try to po lice their po ducts 
ere meeting with unqualified prac­ 
tical success The seemingly un­ 
ending seies o f co urt injunctio n« 
against price cutting has had its 
effect. No lo nger are pro duets o f 
General Electric. Sunbeam, Bis- 
sell. Sterling Drug co mpany and 
"fair traded" (hugs, pharmaceut­ 
icals and to iletries in general be­ 
ing subjected to price cuts even 
by disco unt ho use« .

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Bud Smith Defeats Carter To Retain His Lightweight 


Mixup Occurs 
On Scoring 


Officials Disagree 
If Decison Is Split

CINCINNATI ff —In as merry a 
fixup as you’ll find in fistiana’s 
ai nals, Wallace (Bud )Smith held 
on to his lightweight champ ionship 
Wednesday night. 
Smith, the 26-year*old Cincinna­ 
tian, halted three-time champ ion 
Jimmy Carter’s bid for a fourth 
title. But no one is certain today 
whether the decision was sp lit or 
unanimous. 
Smith weathered a bruising 13th 
round, in which he was in rubber­ 
legged trouble all the way, and 
finished the 15-rounder in good 
shap e. Then the 6,693 p aying cus­ 
tomers and a nationwide television 
audience sat back to await the 
verdict. 
Judges’ scorecards were collect­ 
ed from Willie Purcell, Joe Blink 
and Gene Nietschze, The collector 
handed the cards to Paul D. Cain, 
chairman of the Cincinnati Boxing 
Commission, who looked 'em over. 
The 
collector 
went 
back 
to 
Blink’s side of the ring, card in 
hand, for a hurried consultation. 
The ring announcer then said: 
“Judge Purcell, 143 for Smith, 
139 for Carter. Judge Blink, 140 for 
Smith, 140 for Carter. Judge Niet­ 
schze, 143 for Smith, 135 for Car­ 
ter.” 
That made Smith the winlier on 
a sp lit decision. 
Ten minutes later Commissioner 
Cain told newsmen he had re- 
checked the cards and found that 
Blink’s added up to 143 for Smith, 
139 for Carter, and that the deci­ 
sion was unanimous. 
But Blink, who at 7 0-odd is the 
retired city circulation manager 
of 
the 
Cincinnati 
Times-Star, 
tossed everything into confusion 
again by stating: 
“I don’t care how they add it. 
I voted for Carter, 144 to 140.” 
That made it a sp lit decision 
again, but by that time the televi­ 
sion audience was watching some 
other p rogram. 
Commissioner 
Cain 
observed: 
“We must go by the figures on the 
card. It was unanimous for Smith.” 
The Associated Press card gave 
the fight to Carter by 144 to 141. 
There were no knockdown^ in 
the scrap , which attracted a gross 
gate of $30,441 and a net of $25,* 
7 89.35, of which the p rincip als re­ 
ceived $9,000 each in addition to a 
cut of the television receip ts. 
Carter, who suffered cuts re­ 
q uiring 20 stitches when he lost 
the title to Smith last June 29. was 
cut in the right eye in the third 
round and fought from the eighth 
on with the eye closed. 
Smith was unmarked, although 
he took a terrific battering in the 
13th when Carter belted him into 


the rop es with a series of rights 
and lefts to the head and body, 
and had him hanging on like 
a 
leech. 
Both fighters weighed 135. 
Smith’s manager. Carmen Gra* 
ziano, said he’d like to get a shot 
at either Tony DeMarco or welter 
champ Carmen Basilio.
